RESOLUTION 

New Delhi, the 15th March 1971 

No. 3 / 3 / 70 -FTZ. —The working of the two committees functioning at present 
for Kandla Free Trade Zone viz, Kandla Free Trade Zone Selection Committee 
and Kandla Fiee Trade Zone Screening Committee has keen reviewed bv the Gov¬ 
ernment and it has been decided to merge these two committees into n single high 
powered committee to be called “KANDLA FREE TRADE ZONE COMMITTEE” 
to ensure expeditious decisions on the cases relating to Kandla Free Trade Zone. 

2. The terms and reference of the Kandla Free Trade Zone Committee herein¬ 
after called the ‘COMMITTEE’ will be as under: — 

(i) Consideration of the applications and approving proposals for setting up 
industries in the Free Trade Zone at Kandla. In cases where an In- 
dusliual Licence Is necessary under v he rules in force, the committee 
will only make recommendations for Anal approval of the case by the 
Licensing Committee set up under the Industries (D&R) Act, 1951 In 
the Department of Industrial Development. 
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(11) Taking decisions on rate of raw materials import content or replenish¬ 
ment in lieu of a normal AU entitlement plus import entitlement 
against exports under REP In eases where it is felt that normal AU 
entitlements may not be quite adequate for purposes of 100 per cent 
export. For units in the Zone where import of raw materials is to 
he freely permitted there would be one replenishment rate and not 
separate entitlements under AU/REP, the degree of replenishment 
being decided by the Committee. 

(ill) Taking decisions on the Imported raw materials requirements of the 
units in the zone for their first months export production. 

(iv) Taking decisions on the rate of export assistance to be granted inde¬ 

pendently of the normal assistance admissible to other exporters In 
India. In cases where it is felt that the rate of export assistance should 
he fixed on a basis other than the normal rate of assistance. 

(v) Taking decisions on fixation of limits and disposal of sub-standard goods 

and wastages of various units in the zone. 

(vl) Taking decisions on Capital Goods requirements of the entrepreneurs 
in the KFTZ within the powers delegated to this committee by the 
malr C. G- Committee from time to time At Present, the C. G. Com¬ 
mittee has delegated powers to the committee to clear cases Involving 
Import of Capital Goods up to the value of Rs. 7 5 lakhs only; and 

(vli) Tak : nc decisions on the terms and conditions of foreign collaboration 
involving non-r»'idert Investments in the zone within such Dowels as 
mav be delegated to the committee by ihe Foreign Investment Board 
from time to time. 

(At present no nowprs are debated hut it would be onen to the FIB to 
consider limited and well defined delegation of powers in the same 
manner as the C. G- Committee)
